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REMARKS 

The claims have not been changed Original Claims 1-14 remain in the application. No 
new matter is added by the amendment to the specification. 

In the Office Action dated July 1 1, 2005, the Examiner objected to the disclosure because 
on Page 3, Line 25 4C Fig> 5" is missing from the beginning of the line. Applicants amended the 
paragraph accordingly. 

The Examiner rejected Claims 1-14 under the judicially created doctrine of non-statutory 
double patenting as being unpatentable over Claims 1-12 of copending application 10/612,547 in 
view of the U.S. Patent No. 4,784,262 to Duddy et al. The Examiner stated that the copending 
application and the pending claims set forth the same invention of substantially the same scope 
except the invention of the copending application Claims 1-12 contain a cassette assembly. 
According to the Examiner, it is well known in the art to provide a cassette assembly (as 
disclosed and shown by Duddy et al.) for storing and enabling dispensing of loose-piece parts to 
facilitate the function of apparatus requiring the parts to perform a work step. :io • . 

Patent application serial no. 10/612,547 has been expressly abandoned as shown! ui the 
attached Notice of Abandonment, mailed September 22, 2005. Applicants respectfully submit 
that a double patenting rejection is now improper since there is no possibility of an extension of 
the right to exclude with respect to the present application and the serial no. 10/612,547.
